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CONSTITUTION

ARTICLE I 

PURPOSE OP THE CLUB 

The ptirpose of The City Club of New York 
shall be to aid in securing permanent good gov- 
ernment for the City of New York through the 
election and the appointment of honest and able 
municipal officers and the establishment of a 
clear and stable system of laws relating to the 
city. The Club declares its belief that the gov- 
ernment of this city mtist be separated at all 
points from national party politics. The Club 
will not take any part in state or national poli- 
tics, except so far as the interests of the City of 
New York may be involved in the election of 
the two branches of the state Legislature, and 
the passage of state laws.

ARTICLE II 

TRUSTEES 

1. The affairs of the Club shall be managed 
by a Board of sixteen Trustees. 

2. At the annual meeting of the Club in 1902, 
a Board of Trustees shall be elected, to hold 
office until the fourth Wednesday of April, 1902. 

On the fourth Wednesday of April, in 1902, a 
Board of Trustees shall be elected, eight mem- 
bers thereof to hold office until the annual meet- 
ing of the Club in 1903, and eight members 
thereof to hold office until the annual meeting 
of the Club in 1904; at the annual meeting of 
the Club in 1902, and at each annual meeting 
thereafter, there shall be an election of Trus- 
tees to fill any vacancies for unexpired terms, 
and of eight Trustees to hold office until the 
second annual meeting after the election. 

3. The Board of Trustees shall fill any va- 
cancy in its own body until the next annual 
election after the occurrence of the vacancy. 

4. The Board of Trustees shall cause to be 
prepared annually a detailed statement of the 
financial condition of the Club, showing its re- 
ceipts and expendittires for the current year, the

number of members and other matters of gen- 
eral interest to the Club; and such statements 
shall be printed and a copy forwarded to each 
member within sixty days after the expiration 
of the fiscal year, which shall terminate on the 
first Wednesday in April. 

5- The Trustees shall hold regular meetings 
at least once a month. Any Trustee absent 
from two consecutive regular meetings, except 
during July and August, shall cease to be a 
member of the Board. At any meeting of the 
Board of Trustees each member present shall, 
upon request, vote upon any question before the 
Board for action, and if he refuse, shall cease to 
be a member of the Board. 

I , ARTICLE III 

I OFFICERS 

There shall be a President of the Club and 
such other officers as the Trustees may from 
I time to time determine. 

The Board of Trustees shall elect the offi- 
j cers of the Club. 

The Board of Trustees may appoint from 

I its own number an Executive Committee, and 

shall also appoint, from its own number and 

I from the Club membership, such standing

or temporary committees as it may from time 
to time deem necessary, and may devolve 
upon any of such committees appropriate 
powers and prescribe their duties. 

ARTICLE IV 

MEETINGS 

1. The annual meeting of the Club, in 
1902, shall be on the fifth day of February. 
In 1907, and in each year thereafter, there 
shall be an annual meeting on the third Monday 
of November, for the election by ballot of 
Trustees, and for the transaction of such other 
business as may properly be brought before 
such meeting. 

2. A special meeting of the Club shall be held 
upon the call of the Board of Trustees, or of 
twenty-five or more resident members of the 
Club. Five days' notice in writing of such meet- 
ing shall be mailed to each resident member, at 
the address recorded in the Club books. The 
notice shall contain a statement of the object 
of the special meeting, and no other matters 
shall be acted upon. 

ARTICLE V 

BY-LAWS 

By-laws, rules and regtdations for the mem- 
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CONSTITUTION 

bership, government of the Club, and the man- 
agement of its affairs, may be made, altered 
or repealed by the Board of Trustees at any 
time, subject to the provisions contained in this 
Constitution, and shall take effect upon the post- 
ing of the same at the Club-house. 

ARTICLE VI 

AMENDMENTS 

The Constitution may be amended (i) by a 
vote of three-fourths of the Trustees, approved 
at a meeting of the Club by a majority of votes, 
or (2) by a vote of a majority of the Trustees, 
approved by a two-thirds vote at a meeting of 
the Club called for the purpose; but no amend- 
ment to the Constitution shall be voted upon at 
any meeting of the Club unless such amendment 
has been posted in the Club-house for at least 
three weeks prior to such meeting, and a copy 
of such proposed amendment mailed to each 
resident member, at his address recorded in the 
Club books, at least two weeks before the date 
of such meeting. 

ARTICLE VII 

This Constitution shall go into effect inmie- 
diately. 
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BY-LAWS 



BY-LAWS 

As amended March 20, 1907 



SECTION I 

OFFICERS OF THE CLUB 

1. The officers of the Club shall be a Presi- 
dent, who shall be elected from among the 
Trustees, five Vice-Presidents, a Secretary and 
a Treasurer, and shall be elected annually by 
the Board of Trustees. 

2. The President shall preside at all meetings 
of the Club. In the absence of the President, a 
Vice-President shall perform the duties of the 
President. 

3 . The Secretary shall keep the minutes of the 
meetings of the Club and of the Board of Trus- 
tees. He shall also keep a record of the names 
and addresses of the members of the Club, and 
shall perform all other duties that the Board of 
Trustees may direct. 

4. The Treasurer shall, under the direction 
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of the Board of Trustees, collect, receive and 
disburse all moneys of the Club. He shall 
keep the usual books of account and such 
other books as the Board of Trustees may 
direct. He shall deposit in the name of the 
Club all moneys collected by him in such 
banks or trust companies as may be approved 
by the Board of Trustees. The Treasurer shall 
keep separately all moneys received for the 
civic work of the Club, no portion of which 
shall be devoted to any other Club ptupose. 
Disbursements shall be made by the Treas- 
urer only upon vouchers certified by the Chair- 
man of the appropriate Standing Committee or, 
in the case of committees other than those 
named in the By-Laws, by the Chairman of 
the Executive Committee; provided, however, 
that no such disbursements shall be in excess 
of the amount appropriated for the use of the 
certif)ring committee, or that, if so in excess, 
it shall have the express approval of the Board 
of Trustees. 

The Treasurer shall, on or before the tenth 
day of each month, present to the Secretary 
for submission to the Board of Trustees at 
its monthly meeting a balance sheet show- 
ing the financial condition of the Club, at the 
close of the calendar month preceding, together 
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with a report of all receipts and disbursements 
during such month, subdivided to correspond 
with the several sub-divisions of the budget 
for the year. At the annual meeting of the Club 
and at the expiration of his term of office 
he shall submit a final report, with vouchers, 
for audit. 

SECTION II 

MBBTINGS AND BLECTIONS 

1. In addition to the annual meeting, a 
meeting of the Club, to be devoted either to 
business or social purposes, as the Trustees 
may direct, shall be held on the first Monday 

of each month, except the months of July, iX 
August, September, and November, and except 
that the meetings so held in the months of 
February and May shall be devoted to business 
purposes only. 

2. Fifty members shall constitute a quorum u 
of any general or special meeting of the Club. 
Non-resident members shall have no vote at any 
meeting of the Club. 

3. The regular order at any business meeting 
of the Club shall be as follows: 

(i) Reading the Minutes of the previous 
meeting. 
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(2) Report of Treastirer 

(3) Report of Board of Trustees 

(4) Reports of Committees 

(5) Elections 

(6) Miscellaneous Business 

4. The Board of Trustees shall, in June of 
each year, appoint a Nominating Committee, 
no member of which shall be a Trustee, to 
present for the consideration of the Club the 
names of eligible candidates for vacancies in 
the Board, to be filled at the annual meeting. — 
The nominations thus presented by the Nom- 
inating Committee shall be posted upon the 
bulletin-board in the Club-house, and mailed 
to each member qualified to vote, at least 
thirty days before said annual meeting. Nom- 
inations not made by the Nominating Committee 
must be filed in the Secretary's office at least 
fifteen days before the annual meeting, must 
be in writing and signed by at least fifteen 
resident members, and must be posted upon 
the bidletin-board, and mailed by the Secre- 
tary to each member qualified to vote, at 
least ten days before the annual meeting. 
In case of vacancies in any list of nominations, 
caused by withdrawal or otherwise, other 
nominations may be made to fill such vacancies, 
but only by the Conunittee or by the peti- 
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tioners making the original nominations in 
such case. Such nominations if received within 
ten days of the annual meeting shall also be 
mailed to all voting members. All non^na- 
tions in the hands of the Secretary on the 
day preceding the annual meeting shall be 
printed, with proper designation of the sources 
of such nominations, upon an official ballot, 
which shall be the only ballot employed in 
such election. Nominations may be made 
from the floor at an annual meeting, but only 
to fill vacancies in the lists of persons regu- 
larly nominated that have not been filled as 
aforesaid, and adequate blank space shall be 
provided upon the ballot for the voting of 
the names of persons thus nominated. 

SECTION III 

MBMBBRSHIP 

I. The members of the Club shall be divided 
into the following classes: 
(i) Life members. 

(2) Resident members, including all 
who reside in the City of New York during 
any part of the year. 

(3) Suburban members, including all 
who reside outside of the City of New York 
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but who regularly transact business in per- 
son within the City of New York. 

(4) Non-resident members, including 
all who neither reside in the city during any 
part of the year nor transact business in 
person within the City of New York. 

In addition to the classes of membership be- 
fore specified, honorary members may from 
time to time be elected by the Board of Trustees 
by a unanimous vote of a meeting at which 
three-fourths of the Board shall be present. 
Such honorary members shall have no vote at 
the meetings of the Club, and shall not be en- 
titled to hold office as Trustee; nor shall such 
members be subject to the payment of dues, but 
they shall be subject to all other rules and 
regulations of the Club. 

2. Resident members residing in the Borough 
of Manhattan shall pay semi-annual dues of 
thirty dollars, payable on the first Wednesdays 
of April and October in each year. Resident 
members residing in the Boroughs of the Bronx, 
Brooklyn, Queens and Richmond, shall pay 
semi-annual dues of seventeen and one-half dol- 
lars, payable on the first Wednesdays of April 
and October in each year. 

Suburban members shall pay annual dues of 
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twenty-five dollars, payable on the first Wednes- 
day of April in each year. Non-resident mem- 
bers shall pay annual dues of fifteen dollars, 
payable on the first Wednesday of April in each 
year. 

A resident member imder the age of thirty 
years residing in the Borough of Manhattan, 
shall pay semi-annual dues of twenty dollars, 
payable on the first Wednesdays of April and 
October in each year until such member shall 
have attained the age of thirty years, and there- 
after shall pay the full dues. 

3. Resident members residing in the Bor- 
ough of Manhattan shall pay an initiation 
fee of $50. Resident members under thirty 
years of age residing in the Borough of Man- 
hattan, resident members residing in the 
Boroughs of the Bronx, Brooklyn, Queens 
and Richmond, and surbuban members shall 
pay an initiation fee of $25. Non-resident 
members shall pay an initiation fee of $15. 

The application of this By-law is restricted 
to those resident members elected subsequent 
to April 4, 1906, and to those non-resident 
members elected subsequent to April 4, 1907. 

4. A member may be transferred from 
one membership class to another class upon 
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his application in writing duly approved by 
the Membership Committee. 

Members will, however, be reqtdred to pay 
dues for the entire membership period in 
the class in which they are recorded at the 
beginning of such period, except where a 
request for transfer is received by the Secretary 
within ten days after the beginning of such 
period. 

A member in the Borough, the Suburban 
the Non-resident class, elected subsequent or 
to April 4, 1906, who is transferred to the 
Resident class, shall be required to pay the 
difference in the amount of the initiation fee 
of the Resident class and that paid by him in 
the class from which he is so transferred. 

A member who has resigned, in good stand- 
ing, shall, if re-elected to membership, be exempt 
from pajmient of an initiation fee. 

5. Any member or member-elect may be- 
come a life member by the payment of five 
hundred dollars for that purpose; and in such 
case he shall not be further liable for dues, but 
shall have all of the privileges and rights of a 
resident member, and shall be subject to the 
provisions as to expulsion and suspension. 

6. All members hereafter admitted to the 
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Club, except life members, shall pay proportion- 
ate dues for the remainder of the Club year in 
which they are admitted. 

7. Members shall not be required to pay dues 
for any year during the whole of which they 
shall have been absent from the United States, 
provided they shall have given written notice to 
the Board of Trustees of such proposed absence. 

8. Any person elected to membership who 
shall fail to qualify for two months after notice 
of his election, may be considered to have de- 
clined his election, and his election may be de- 
clared void by the Board of Trustees. 

9. Any member in good standing and not in- 
debted to the Club may resign, and shall thereby 
relinqtdsh all rights in the property of the Club. 
Resignations of membership shall be made in 
writing to the Secretary. 

10. All notices mailed to the addresses re- 
corded on the books of the Secretary shall be 
valid for all purposes, save as hereinafter 
provided. 

11. Any member neglecting to pay his in- 
debtedness to the Club for the space of two 
months after his name shall have been posted, 
shall cease to be a member unless excused by 
the Board of Trustees. 
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12. Members shall be elected by the Member- 
ship Committee, which shall also pass upon all 
resignations of membership. 

13. Names of candidates for membership 
must be proposed and seconded in writing. The 
proposal shall contain the name of the candi- 
date in full, his business and residence address, 
the nature of his business, and his qualifications 
for membership, and must be accompanied by 
letters from both proposer and seconder. 

14. On the election of each new member the 
Secretary shall forthwith notify him thereof, 
furnish him with a copy of the Constitution and 
By-laws of the Club, request him to pay to the 
Treasurer the amount of his dues, and to sign 
the Constitution. 

15. The House Committee shall post the 
names of all members reported by the Treasurer 
to be indebted to the Club, for a period of thirty 
days, and the date of posting shall be communi- 
cated to the members in arrears. 

A copy of this last By-law shall be printed in 
the notice calling for the payment of dues. 

SECTION IV 

BOARD OF TRUSTEES 

I. The Board of Trustees shall hold regular 
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monthly meetings on the third Wednesday of 
each month. Special meetings of the Board of 
Trustees may be held at any time upon the call 
of the Chairman of the Board or of at least three 
Trustees. 

2. The following order of business shall 
be observed at regular meetings of the Board 
of Trustees : 

(i) Reading the Minutes of the previous 
meeting. 

(2) Report of Treasurer. 

(3) Report of the Executive Committee. 

(4) Report of Secretary . 

(5) Reports of Standing Committees. 

(6) Reports of other committees. 

(7) Unfinished business, 

(8) Miscellaneous business. 

3. There shall be the following Standing 
Committees, which shall be appointed annually 
by the Board of Trustees, to hold office during 
the pleastire of the Board of Trustees, and 
which, except the Executive Committee, may 
be composed in part of members who are 
not Trustees. 

1. An Executive Committee 

2. A House Committee 

3. A Committee on Membership 
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4. A Committee on Entertainment 

5. A Committee on Library 

6. An Art Committee 

7. A Committee on Finance 

8. A Committee on Legislation 

9. A Committee on Elections and Election 

Laws. 
10. A Law Committee 
And such other committees as the Board 
of Trustees may from time to time by resolu- 
tion appoint. 

4. The Board of Trustees may from time 
to time determine the number and the duties 
of each of these committees. 

The Chairman of each Standing Committee 
shall report monthly to the Board of Trustees 
the work of his committee. 

Each committee shall report to the Board 
of Trustees all matters accomplished by such 
committee before publicity be given to such 
matters, except so far as any committee 
shall have been given power for final action 
by previous vote of the Board. 

5. The House Committee shall, subject to 

the direction of the Board of Trustees, make 

such rules and regulations as it deems expedient 

for the management and control of the House 

and Restaurant and the admission of guests. 
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6. A quorum of the Board of Trustees shall 
consist of nine members. 

7. The fiscal year for all departments of 
the Club shall end on September 30. 

At the regular meeting of the Board of 
Trustees held in September the Chairman 
of the Finance Committee shall submit a 
budget containing a statement of the esti- 
mated receipts and disbursements for the 
enstdng fiscal year. The Board of Trustees 
shall at this meeting appropriate to each 
branch of the civic work of the Club a sum 
for its maintenance during the succeeding 
fiscal year, and shall make such other appro- 
priations as shall be required for the conduct 
and maintenance of the Club. No expendi- 
ture in excess of the amounts respectively 
so appropriated shall be made by any com- 
mittee, officer or employe during the ensuing 
fiscal year, unless expressly authorized by 
the Board of Trustees. 

SECTION V 

HOLDING OVER IN OFFICE 

Officers of the Club and members of the Board 
of Trustees shall hold over in office until their 
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successors shall have been chosen and qualify. 
Committees appointed by the Board of Trustees 
shall hold over until the Board of Trustees shall 
replace them or shall otherwise direct. 

SECTION VI 

SUSPENSION AND EXPULSION OP MEMBERS 

The Board of Trustees shall have power, by a 
three-fourths vote of all the Trustees, to sus- 
pend or expel any member from the Board or 
from the Club; but no member shall be sus- 
pended or expelled (save for non-payment of 
dues or other indebtedness) except after written 
charges against him shall have been presented to 
the Board of Trustees, and a copy of such 
charges served upon him personally or left at his 
last known residence or place of business, as 
recorded in the Secretary's record of names and 
addresses of members, addressed to him, to- 
gether with a notice stating the place and time 
when such charges will be heard by the Board of 
Trustees. Such member shall be entitled to a 
reasonable time, not less than five days, to an- 
swer the charges, and shall be entitled to be 
heard in his own behalf if he so elect. Upon 
hearing such charges and the defence thereto, 
if any, the Board of Trustees may, by a three- 
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fourths vote of all of the Trustees, suspend or 
expel such member, and such decision shall be 
final, tmless reversed by a similar three-fourths 
vote. 

SECTION VII 

AMENDMENTS 

By-laws may be made, altered or repealed by 
the Board of Trustees at any regtdar meeting of 
the Board, or at a special meeting called for 
such purpose, provided notice in writing of the 
proposed change in the By-law shall have been 
mailed to each member of the Board at least 
one week before the meeting. 
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HOUSE RULES 

As amended March 20, 1907 



RULE I 

HOURS 



1. The House will be open from seven o'clock 
A.M. to one o'clock a.m. 

2. The Restaurant will be opened at seven- 
thirty o'clock A.M. and will be closed, except 
when otherwise ordered by the House Commit- 
tee, at nine o'clock p.m. The dinner of the day 
will be served from six o'clock to eight o'clock 

P.M. 

3. The bar will be opened at seven-thirty 
o'clock A.M. and will be closed at one o'clock 

A.M. 

RULE II 

RESTRICTIONS 

No game or play for a wager or stake will 
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be permitted in any part of the Club-hotise, and 
any member violating this rule shall be liable to 
expulsion. Card playing in the bed-rooms is 
prohibited. 

2. No member or guest of the Club shall give 
a fee or gratuity of any kind to any employ^ of 
the Club, except on the annual subscription list. 
Any employ^ receiving a fee or gratuity in viola- 
tion of this rule will be at once dismissed. 

3. No servant of the Club shall be sent out of 
the Club-house for any purpose. On applica- 
tion at the office, messengers will be furnished at 
the regular messenger rates. 

4. No subscription paper or notice of any 
description, other than official notices, shall be 
posted in the Club-house or circtilated in the 
Club without the permission of the House 
Committee. 

5. No newspapers, magazines, books or other 
articles, the property of the Club, shall be re- 
moved from the library or reading-room; nor 
shall they be cut, marked or otherwise defaced. 

6. Loud conversation will not be permitted 
in the reading-room. 

7. No member shall write upon Club station- 
ery or address from the Club any communica- 
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tion intended to appear in any newspaper, 
periodical or other publication without the au- 
thority of the Board of Trustees. 

RULE III 

ACCOUNTS 

1. On the first day of each month, or as soon 
thereafter as practicable, a first notice shall be 
sent to each member, showing the amount of 
his indebtedness to the Club on the last day of 
the preceding month. If such indebtedness ex- 
ceed $io and is not paid within two weeks after 
the mailing of such notice, the name of the 
member, with the amount due, shall be posted, 
and such member shall be refused further credit 
until his indebtedness is discharged. 

2. On the expiration of two weeks after the 
mailing of the first notice of indebtedness, if the 
indebtedness exceed $io, and remain unpaid, a 
second notice shall be mailed to the member, 
notif3dng him of the date on which his name 
shall have been posted and that in the event of 
his failure to pay his indebtedness, he will be 
charged with such failure at the next meeting of 
the Board of Trustees. 

3. Whenever a member shall become in- 
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debted to the Club in the sum of $50, or more, 
he may be immediately notified thereof, and 
upon his failure to pay such indebtedness forth- 
with, his credit may be suspended until such 
indebtedness shall have been discharged. 

In case he shall become indebted to the Club 
in the sum of $100, or more, he shall be imme- 
diately notified thereof, and upon his failure 
to pay such indebtedness forthwith, his credit 
shall be suspended until such indebtedness shall 
have been discharged. 

4. Payment shall be made only to the office 
(if by check, to the order of The City Club of 
New York), and vouchers for the amount paid 
will be delivered to members upon payment. 

5. Members may have their checks cashed at 
the office for an amount not exceeding $25 in 
one day. 

6. All orders and alterations of .orders must 
be signed by members. 

RULE IV 

COMPLAINTS 

All requests and complaints regarding the res- 
taurant, bar, or service of the Club must be 
made in writing, signed, addressed to the House 
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Committee, and deposited in the box provided 
for the purpose at the office. 

RULE V 

VISITORS 

1. A member may introduce one or more vis- 
itors for one day to the privileges of the Club, 
but no person shall be so introduced more than 
once in each month. 

2. Persons not residing in the City of New 
York may be introduced by a member as visit- 
ors for one week, on application to the House 
Committee, which may extend the period of 
such privileges in its discretion. Cards of in- 
vitation for visitors are required, and may be 
had at the office. 

3. Any invitation or privilege extended to 
visitors may be withdrawn or cancelled by the 
House Committee. 

4. The names and residences of all visitors, 
and the names of the members introducing them, 
must be recorded in the book kept for that pur- 
pose, and members shall be held responsible for 
their guests in all respects, including their in- 
debtedness to the Club. 
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5. The privileges of the House and the Restau- 
rant will be extended to ladies, introduced by 
members in person or by card, on any day be- 
tween the hours of eleven o'clock a.m. and four 
o'clock P.M., and at such other times as may be 
directed by the House Committee. 

6. The House Committee may extend the 
privilege of meeting in rooms of the Club 
to other organizations, associations or com- 
mittees, which are organized for purposes gen- 
erally sinwlar to those for which the Club is 
organized. 

RULE VI 

MEMBERSHIP LIST 

The list of members kept in the office of 
the Secretary under By-laws Section I, para- 
graph 3, shall be open to inspection by members 
of the Club desiring to consult it for any Club 
purpose. 
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OP THE 

COMMITTEE ON MEMBERSHIP 
As amended April ii, 1907 



RULE I 

MEETINGS 



The Committee shall hold stated meetings 
at eight-fifteen o'clock p.m., on the second 
Thursday of every month, except the months 
of Jtme, July and August. 

Special meetings of the Committee may be 
held on a notice of three days, at any time 
or place, upon the call of the Chairman, or 
upon the written request of three members 
of the Committee. 

RULE II 

QUORUM 

Five members shall constitute a quorum, 
and no vote upon the election of a new mem- 
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ber, taken where there is less than a quorum 
present, shall be counted. 

RULE III 

PROPOSALS FOR MEMBERSHIP 

The Secretary of the Committee shall pre- 
pare a blank form upon which all nom- 
inations for membership shall be made. It 
shall contain a statement that the candidate 
is in sympathy with the objects of the Club, 
and give the name of the candidate in full, 
his business and residence addresses, the nature 
of his business, and his age. It shall be signed 
by the proposer and seconder of the candidate, 
each of whom shall write to the Committee 
a letter of recommendation of their candidate, 
giving such particulars about him as will aid 
the Committee in its deliberations. Such let- 
ters should state how long the proposer and 
seconder have known the candidate and should 
give specific information as to his interest in 
civic work. All such letters shall be considered 
as confidential, and no member of the Com- 
mittee shall disclose the contents, or any 
part thereof. In case letters are received 
from the proposer and seconder only, and 
neither of them nor the candidate himself 
is known to the Committee or any member 
thereof, the nomination shall be laid over and 
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the proposer and seconder shall be asked to 
secure letters from other dub members. 

RULE IV 

POSTING 

When a nomination for membership has 
been received, the name of the candidate 
and the names of his proposer and seconder 
shall be posted upon the bulletin board of 
the Club. But the name of no candidate 
shall be brought before the Committee for 
final action until his name shall have been 
posted as aforesaid for at least ten days. 

RULE V 

BLBCTION 

The election of new members shall be by 
ballot, and two negative votes shall exclude. 

RULE VI 

AMENDMENTS 

These rules may be suspended at any meet- 
ing by a unanimous vote, a quorum being 
present, and may be repealed, altered, or 
amended by a majority of the members present 
at any regular meeting, provided that a draft 
of such proposed change shall have been sub- 
mitted to the next preceding regular meeting, 
and notice of the same communicated to the 
members in writing at least five days previous 
to such regtdar meeting. 
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Know all men by these presents: That we, the under- 
sisptied, all citizens of the United States, a majority of 
whom are also citizens of the State of New York, heing 
desirous of forming ourselves into a society or club for 
social and political purposes, under the provisions of 
Chapter 267 of the Laws of the State of New York in the 
year 1875, and the Acts amending the same, hereby cer- 
tify as follows: 

First. — ^The name or title by which the society or club 
into which we desire to form ourselves, as aforesaid, shall 
be known in law, shall be "The City Club of New York." 

Second. — ^The particular business or object of such 
society or club shall be to promote social intercourse 
among persons specially interested in the good govern- 
ment 01 the city of New York, in securing honesty and 
efficiency in the administration of city affairs, in severing 
municipal from national politics, and in proctiring the 
election of fit persons to city offices; and to take such 
action as may tend to the honest, efficient and independ- 
ent government of the city of New York; and for these 
purposes, to establish and maintain in the City and 
County of New York, for the use of ourselves and such 
others above mentioned, a club-house, having a library, 
a reading-room, a publication ofi&ce for the distribution 
of the publications of the Club, and such other appurte- 
nances and belongings as are usual in clubs and club- 
houses, and publisning offices. 

Third. — ^The numb^ of trustees, directors or mana- 
gers, to manage the said society or club, shall be twenty. 

Fourth. — ^The names of the trustees, directors, and 
managers of said society or club for the first year of its 
existence are: August Belmont, Frederic Bronson, James 
C. Carter, John Jay Chapman, R. Fulton Cutting, W. 
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Bayard Cutting, Richard W. Gilder, William C. Gulliver, 
J. Noble Hayes, Henry E. Howland, Boudinot Keith, 
Edmond Kelly, J. Frederic Kemochan, James B. Ludlow, 
George C. Magoun, J, Harsen Rhoades, W. Harris 
Roome, William J. Schieffelin, John W. Simpson, and R. 
W. G. Welling.
